WASHINGTON, Oct 24 — President 
Jimmy Carter — opposed to a new Camp 
David-style summit with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahera Begin — 1 has suggested instead 
that Sadat and Begin hold a summit with a 
European leader, preferably Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky of Austria, informed sources 
said Wednesday. 

Egypt, disturbed by the stalemate in the 
Palestinian autonomy talks, had proposed a 
Carter- Sad at- Begin summit as a way of 
breaking the deadlock, the sources said. 

But Carter turned down the proposal for 
domestic political reasons, they said. The 
president feared that if the summit failed, it 
would severely damage his 1980 re-election 
chances and boost the fortunes of his rival for 
the Democratic presidential nomination. 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy, the sources 
said. 

But Carter told the Egyptians he would 
give his blessing to a three-way summit in 
Europe, which would include Sadat Begin, a 
European leader such as Kreisky. and a 


lower-level American emissary. 

Carter suggested Kreisky because of the 
Austrian leaders interest in resolving the 
Palestinian question, the sources said. 

The president is reluctant to assume a high 
profile on the Middle East at this time 
because taking a stand on the controversial 
Palestinian question could cost him domestic 
political support 

But Carter would like to see a breakt- 
hrough on Palestinian participation in the 
peace process, and hopes that European 
involvement in the negotiations would lead to 
such a development, the sources said. 

Diplomatic sources here believe the 
chances for a European summit are virtually 
nil. 

Israel is expected to oppose the conference 
because of Kreisky’ s contacts with PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat. The Begin government 
is also cool to the general concept of Euro- 
pean participation in the peace process, 
sources said. 

For its part, Egypt does not want to see the 
United States relinquish its role as the chief 
mediator in the peace negotiations, and can 
be expected to say no to any summit that 
would lead in that direction.

Strauss says ‘not one iota’ 
of agreement on autonomy 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (Agencies) — 
Egypt and Israel don’t have “one single iota 
of an agreement" yet on autonomy for Pales- 
tinians.special U.S. mediator Robert Strauss 
has told Congress. 

“We don’t have a single thing on the shelf 
that we've completed,” Strauss told the 
House Middle East Subcommittee, Tuesday. 

“TTiere are vast, vast differences that we do 
not know how to bridge between the two 
parties,” Strauss told the subcommittee. 

Strauss, appearing on the eve of talks in 
London with the chief Israeli and Egyptian 
negotiators, told Congress, “I come here as 
barren as a tin ieSm.v 

The former Democratic Party chairman 
who was named special envoy by President 
Jimmy Carter in April, did incficate some 
hope for progress in coming months, possibly 
as a result of mtemal political ferment after 
the resignation of Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan. 

He said the slow pace suits Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, but said, the United States 


“It would be great politics for President 
Jimmy Carter to get his stick out and kick 
everyone around” Strauss said. “But it 
wouldn't be good for the peace process.” 

The envoy said the worst mistake the 
United States could make now is to push 
Israel too hard. 

Strauss said he intends "to take the politi- 
cal pulse” of both sides when he meets in 
London later this week with their principal 
negotiators. Israeli Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg and Egyptian Prime Minister Mustapha 
Khalil. 

. But he made it dear he did not expert to 
complete the negotiations leading to Palesti- 
nian self-rule in the Jordan West Bank and 
Gaza Strip by next May, the taiget set by the 
United States, Israel and Egypt. 

“If we fail to complete our job by next 
May, but solve 50 per cent of the issues, I 
would say we have made a major contribu- 
tion to peace,” he told the subcommittee. 

Strauss said the talks could proceed quickly 
if West Bank Palestinians or the Jordanian 
government joined in.

BEIRUT, Oct. 24 (R) — United States 
envoy Philip Habib Wednesday discussed 
how to bring peace to South Lebanon with 
Lebanese President Elias Sarkis. 

The 59-year-old American diplomat told 
reporters his talks were informative. He was 
seeking a solution to the problem within the 
framework of United Nations resolutions. 

Habib arrived here Tuesday at the same 
time as Arab League Secretary General 
Chadli KJeibi of Tunisia, who was met by 
Sarkis Wednesday. 

The Arab League summit conference, due 
next month will have the South Lebanon as 
one of its main topics. 

Habib, the U.S. State Department" s senior 
career diplomat, was sent on a tour of Middle 
East states as pan of a sounding out process 
following Secretary of State Cyrus Vance's 
comments that he wanted to oonvert the pre- 
carious ceasefire in South Lebanon into a 
more stable truce. 


The U.S. envoy will visit Syria, Jordan and 
Israel as well as Lebanon and may call on 
Pope John Paul in Rome and French officials 
in Paris before returning to U.S. 

Soon after Habib arrived a Palestinian 
commando group said his mission was aimed 
at "salvaging the stalemated Camp David 
accords," on peace between Israel and Egypt. 

The Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine ( DFLP) said in a statement that 
the U.S. diplomat was carrying an " American 
plan to withdraw Palestinian forces from 
South Lebanon, contrary to agreements con- 
cluded with the Lebanese state.” 

The group urged the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation ( PLO) , its Lebanese nationalist 
allies and Syria to "confront this plan and 
prevent its implementation.” 

The agreements with Lebanon referred to 
the 1969 Cairo accord which laid down the 
basis for relations between the PLO and the 
Lebanese state.

JEDDAH, Oct. 24 — Arab foreign minis- 
ters will meet in Tunis Nov. 14 to lay the 
groundwork for the following week's Arab 
summit meeting there. Arab News was told 
Wednesday. 

Confirmation of the date and location of 
the meeting came in an interview with Habib 
Bourgiba, Jr., son and adviser to the Tunisian 
president. 

He said his country has agreed “with great 
pleasure" to be the host for the summit, and 
added that it is only fitting that Tunisia should 
host the first summit since the move of Arab 
League offices from Cairo to Tunis. 

He said Tunisia was greatly honored that 
King Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd had 
suggested the Tunis location for the coming 
conference on problems in the Arab world. 

The proposal was contained in a letter from 
King Khaled carried by Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al- Faisal to President Bourgiba. 

“I have now brought the answer from the 
president and it is our honor and pleasure to 
accept as hosts." he said, adding that the cur- 
rent schedule calls for the foreign ministers to 
meet in the Tunisian capital on Nov. 14. 

Heads of state of Arab League members 
will presumably meet a week later to begin 
their look at problems which range from the 
situation in South Lebanon to that of the 
Palestinians to the dispute between Algeria 
and Morocco over the former Spanish Sah- 
ara. 

Bourgiba said holding the summit in Tunis 
“crowns the transfer" of Arab League offices 
there following the signing of the Egyptian- 
Israeli separate peace treaty and the suspen- 
sion of the Cairo government from the 
League. 

“We consider the Saudi proposal (on the 
site) a kind and noble gesture," he said. 

His message to the Kingdom confirms that 
the summit will be held in Tunis, rather than 
in Tripoli or Damascus as had reportedly 
been suggested last month by some Arab 
states. 

And it also apparently means that the ques- 
tions of the meetings agenda and participa- 
tion in the summit have been ironed out. 

Bourgiba met with Crown Prince Fahd 
here Tuesday after his arrival from Tunis. 

In the interview with Arab Yews, although 
he stressed that he is happy the summit is to 
be held in Tunis, he expressed regret ihat it 
needs to be held at all. 

To get a look at the agenda for the meeting 
one should take a look at a map of the Arab 
world and “sraft counting the problems that 
need to be tackled." he said. 

"You can fill ten pages with problems, 
much to my regret and sorrow," he added. 

But foremost amona them, and undoub- 
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Habib Bourguiha, Jr. 

ledly in line for discussion at the meeting are 
the related problems of South Lebanon and 
the Palestinians, he said, and the Spanish 
Sahara situation may also be a topic for dis- 
cussion. 

The five year-old guerrilla war there has 
pitted Morocco, which claims the mineral- 
rich former Spanish colony against the 
Algerian-supported Polisario guerrilla 
movement. tSee related story. Page 4) 

The war has claimed thousands of Arab 
lives and strained relations between the two 
North African neighbors Algeria and 
Morocco almost to the breaking point. 

“A number of Arab leaders have tried to 
mediate, aware of the futility of the conflict 
and the gravity of the threat of direct confron- 
tation, not only between the two countries 
but in the whole Maghreb,” he said. 

He said that if the conflict is not settled 
quickly it could have repercussions that set 
off u chain reaction involving other states. 

While he said he hoped that u solution 
could be reached, he indicated he is not too 
optimistic of one, in spite of the best efforts of 
Arab leaders trying to mediate it. 

Jeddah airport 
closes today 

JEDDAH. Oct. 24 (SPA) — Pilgrim 
flights to the Kingdom will be halted at noon 
Thursday till the end of Pilgrimage Nov. 2, 
Jeddah airport director Saleh Aziz 
announced Wednesday. 

The closure is a routine measure Saudi 
authorities effect every year to allow Muslims 
to perform Pilgrimage on time. 

In the last 24 hours, he added, the airport 
handled 521 take-offe and landings, or an 
increase of 25 per cent over the same day last 
year. ( See related story. Page 2) 

He added that as of Tuesday, over 440,000 
pilgrims had arrived in the Kingdom via Jed- 
dah's airport alone .

RIYADH, Oct. 24 — Payment to foreign firms 
on government contracts worth more than 
SR300 million will be made in U.S. dollars 
rather than riyals in the future, the Ministry 
of Finance and National Economy said here 
Wednesday. 

The measure, which does not affect con- 
tracts already in effect or contracts with 
wholly Saudi firms, is designed to give the 
government some protection against any 
future fall in the dollar’s value. 

At the same time it will sharply curb cur- 
rency speculators who trade riyais abroad. 

The justification for the issuance of this 
decision is that officials have noticed that the 
instability prevailing in the international cur- 
rency markets in the past caused many fore- 
ign contractors to take steps to safeguard 
their interests against risks of currency fluc- 
tuations during the implementation of 
their contracts. 

They have sold riyals to purchase other 
currencies they need for payments for 
imports of materials and equipment from 
abroad, they said. 

Very large riyal payments resulted in sud- 
den and huge injections of cash that 
endangered the soundness and stability of the 
domestic banking system and fed the growth 
of an external market for the riyal, which in 
turn subjected it to speculative pressures, 
tbey said. 

That situation also contributed to an 
increase in costs of contracts as contractors 
resorted to increasing the value of their con- 
tracts as a precaution against the fluctuation 
in currencies and for safeguarding themselves 
from any expected losses. 

The Kingdom receives its oil revenues in 
dollars and is thus especially susceptible to 
any fell in the U.S. currency’s value. 

The dollar had been declining against other 
major world currencies for several months, 
thus lessening the value of the oil revenues, 
until higher interest rates announced by the 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board two weeks ago 
caused a rebound in its value. 

Wednesday’ s ministiy announcement cited 
the instability of the international currency 
market as a prime factor behind the decision 
to pay for major government contracts in dol- 
lars. 

It has therefore been felt that the payment 
of the value of big contracts in U.S. dollars 
instead of riyals would lead to avoiding situa- 
tions which could affect the stability of the 
riyal and the domestic banking system, offi- 
cials said. 

The move will also bring pressure on fore- 
ign contractors to press at home for a stable 
dollar, in order that they not lose money on 
any future devaluations of the dollar. 

At the same rime, if the dollar should con- 
tinue to increase in value as it has done over 
the past two weeks, contractors would gain 
from the switch, while the Kingdom would 
not lose any since it has surplus dollars from 
oil revenues. 

The decision, communicated in a circular 
from the finance ministry to other govern- 
ment departments, emphasized that foreign 
firms who now hold large contracts in Saudi 
Arabia will continue to be paid in the curren- 
cies specified in their contracts. 

And the new ruling will not affect payment 
on future contracts of less than SR 300 mil- 
lion, which will continue to be paid in riyals. 

Wholly Saudi-owned contractors will have 
their choice of being paid for large contracts 
in riyals or dollars, but that choice will ha ve to 
be specified in each contract as it is negoti- 
ated, the ministry said. 


Will more foreign banks serve the Kingdom better?

Yet it is sometimes argued that the Saudieconomy would bfrbetter 
ved if more foreign banks entered the picture. The mam basis for 
i s argument relies upon the supposed benefits that would come 
out to both the individual citizen and the country as a whqle. 
lioing around the local banks in Jeddah one .is fatted by a choice of 
titutions that cater both to those who want domestic and those 
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who want international transactions. But customers are sometimes 
bewildered bv the differences in the quality of services offered and in 
the charges levied by the different banks for the same banking 
transactions, and it is worthwhile shopping around, for sometimes a 
simple telex transfer abroad can involve an SR30 difference in price 
from one bank to another. 

In fact, some local bankers confide that customer complaints about 
the difference in charges have made SAMA — the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency — put forward the proposition that uniform 
charges be applied for certain banking transactions. 

This is expected to be resisted by some banks, for as one banker put 
it," the quality of service is influenced by the cost of our ope ration. In 
this case, whose cost and operations structure are we to follow in 
arriving at a ‘standard - rate?" 

Others point out that, with time, and as automation spreads in the 
Kingdom, service charges will drop to levels comparable to Europe 
arid the United Siates,"but that due to high labor costs, the present 
service charges are fair. ... , 

One point that is stressed by bankers is that the public is already 
receiving the benefits of increased competition among banks due to 
the policy of Saudization of foreign banks. In effect Saudization will 
allow previously wholly-owned foreign banks to open branches 
throughout the Kingdom. 

The British Bank of the Middle East, Banque de Tlndochine et de 
Suez, and Allegmene Bank Nederland have all successfully made the 
transition to Saudization and are operating new branches in the 
Kingdom under their respective new names of Al Saudi Al Britani, 
Al Saudi Al Fransi and Al Saudi A! Hollandi. 

Banque Je Caire has this week began operating under the name 
Saudi Cairo Bank, and Citibank is expected to be Saudized by 
mid- 1980. Thus it would seem that the customer is able to pay his 
money and take his choice.

absorb more foreign banks? 

Some bankers naturally put forward the argument that more fore- 
ign banks would put a strain on the demand for the existing labor 
force, duplicate services and possibly lead to cut-throat competition 
in the short run. Although this might benefit the ordinary customer, it 
would result in inefficiency in the long run as charges in “non- 
competitive" areas are pushed upwards. 

Others especially in the business community and in the increasing 
large and cosmopolitan expatriate community, would take a different 
view, arguing that there is more than enough business around in the 
Kingdom, and that certain countries with world- wide economic 
strength deserve a place in the market here. 

Obvious 1 candidates in that category would be West Germany. 
Japan and Italy. The German mark is increasingly becoming a world 
reserve currency in its own right, and all three countries' trade with 
the Kingdom has been growing at an impressive pace. 

According to the SAMA statistical summary published recently, 
the total value of Saudi Arabia's imports from these countries 
(Japan, 1 1 .6 per cent. West Germany 8.4 per cent, Italy 6 per cent of 
total imports) rank them higher or at par with countries that have 
established a banking network in the Kingdom. For example, U.K. 
imports are 6.2 per cent of the total, while those from the Nether- 
lands are 4.4 per cent and those from France are 3.3 per cent. 

While it is misleading to look at just one year's figures, the overall 
trendfor ali three countries shows an increasing penetration of the 
Kingdom's markets. 

Judging the issue is difficult, for borh sides have valid arguments, 
but iHs not unnatural to expect to see more foreign banks enter the 
Saudi market within the next decade as the country's economy 
matures and takes on more depth. 

Meanwhile, it is hoped that the Saudization moves create more 
comftttition and “service with a smile” instead of the indifference or 
even open hostility with which the public is now often greeted bv 
some local bankers.

JEDDAH, Oct. 24 — Con- 
struction companies in Jeddah 
have damaged 13,000 telephone 
lines in the past ten months. 

Jeddah Telephone Director 
Rabi Dahlan was quoted in 
reports Wednesday as saying that 
his department spends a lot of 
time and energy repairing damage 
caused by companies at work. 

He added that the present 
exchange system is overloaded 
and working at 120 per cent of its 
capacity. It was the cause of faults 
and unsatisfactory service. 
Although many applications for 
telephones are received, at the 
moment it was impossible to give 
anyone in the downtown area a 
new line. 

But two new exchanges were 
under construction. Once com- 
pleted in eight months there will 
be an additional 48,000 lines 
available. All outstanding applica- 
tions will be granted and new ones 
will be handled.

But Saleh AJ-Naim, director- 
general of the SIDF, says that his 
fond was well within its ceilings.

The SIDF is tire first of the

year. Grace periods can be as 
short as nine months and Naim 
admitted that repayments were 
suffering because of rather fre- 
quent “delays in physical 
implementation by beneficiaries’’ . 
The fund will continue to look 
closely at an industry’s cash flow 
to determine its ability to repay, 
Naim said. 

Although the fund’s terms 
remain broadly unchanged after 
the meetings — up to 50 per cent 
of cost at two per cent commission 
— the fund will strictly account to 
beneficiaries for its expenses. 

Naim indicated that the fund’s 
lending will continue to be vigor- 
ous in the Third Plan, but has 
already shifted away from sectors 
where demand has been satu- 
rated. 

Cement, building blocks and 
metal for construction were “top 
priority during the building boom, 
but our role in that sector is dimin- 
ishing” .

The Real Estate Development Fund has been a blessing. It has 
helped make the dreams come true of people who need only have 
land to buQd on. By lending money as it has the fund has caused a 
boom in building in many parts of the country. 

Without its interest free 25 year loans, few people would have been 
able to build their villas and apartment buildings. 

Its objective was clearly to help as many people as posable, both 
tenants and landlords. But landlords are not the easiest of people to 
deal with. They used the fund's money to build at little trouble to 
themselves, and then asked exorbitant rents from people of limited 
means desperate for a roof over their heads. 

Landlords had no mercy. With unbelievable arrogance and greed 
they asked SRI 5,000 rent for a flat from people who probably earn 
little more than that in a year .The less rapacious asked SR 12,000 a 
year from a man with wife and three children earning SRi,700 a 
month. 

I have seen a few of that kind of three-bedroom flat In no case was 
the rent being asked less than SR 12,000 a year. How can a man 
earning SRI ,700 a month afford to pay rent like that? How can he 
borrow a year's rent when the laudiord insists on having it in 
advance? 

The authorities should act. They should stop the acquisitiveness of 
landlords who use the fund’s money and generous credit to build 
apartment blocks, pretending they are helping the public find decent 
accomodation at reasonable rates. That was what the fund intended, 
but few can afford the small fortunes greedy landlords demand. 

In another comment, Abdul Majid Sbobokshi of Al -Bilad said the 
stability and internal security of the Kingdom were some of the 
greatest and most precious blessings any country could have. He 
attributed them to the application of the Sharia. It had enabled the 
country to boast one of the lowest crime rates on earth. 

“We have none of the anxieties and fears that other societies suffer 
from,” he said. 

This high standard of public security and peace has been main- 
tained. strangely enough! although one million foreigners entered 
the country in the last one year alone Indeed, the rate of offenses has 
actually declined. The reason lies in the strict application of the 
Sharia, and also in the competence of our security forces.

Iran sends envoy to verify Shah illness 


TEHRAN, Oct. 24 (Agencies) 
— The Iranian government is 
sending a representative to the 
United States to verily that the 
former Shah's stay there is purely 
on medical grounds, the official 
news agency Pars said Tuesday 
night 

Pars quoted a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman as saying the govern- 
ment had received an assurance 
from U.S. Embassy officials here 
that the former Shah's sudden 
arrival in New York - Tuesday 
morning was in order to receive 
emergency medical treatment. 


The spokesman said it had 
always been Iran's position thar it 
opposed the Shah going to the 
United States. 

He said the government had 
received a further assurance from 
the U.S. Embassy that the Shah 
and former Empress Farah would 
not undertake any political activ- 
ity during their stay. 

Pars quoted the spokesman as 
saying the government under- 
stood the Shah was suffering from 
some form of cancer. 

U.S. State Department 
spokesman Hodding Carter said

Tuesday the length of the Shah's, 
stay in the United States would 
depend on his medical condition. 

Carter said the United States 
had been in prior contact with Ira- 
nian authorities about the U.S.

Some local residents said earlier 
they had been reduced to eating 
just bread and onions because of 
the shortage of food supplies. 

Haqgu said: “The Interior 


Minister (Haehem Sabaghian) has 
received calls from Mahabad 
about the food situation and I 
have asked him to refer all such 
appeals to me." 

The array Tuesday issued a 
statement denying it was blockad- 
ing the town by cutting access 
roads. It said the operation was 
designed to prevent arms entering 
the town, largely controlled by 
rebel forces. 

People were free to enter and 
leave, the statement said. 

There were no reports of any 
major fighting in Mahabad Tues- 
day. But, as clashes were reported 
in other sectors, the 64th Division 
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commander, Gen. Ail Zahirnejad, 
was reported to have warned that 
his men will destroy any house in 
Mahabad from which the guerril- 
las shoot at soldiers “no matter 
how many people are occupying 
that house." 

Newspapers quoted him as vow- 
ing: " We shall destroy the owl and 
its nest." 

Tehran radio reported Tuesday 
night that revolutionary guards 
arrested 11 “infiltrators?' carrying 
weapons and explosives at Shatt 
Ai-Arab on the border northwest 
of Iran's key oil refinery complex 
at Abadan. 

The radio said the captured 
explosives were the same kind 
used by saboteurs who blew up a 
train between Tehran and Ahwaz, 
the heart of Iran's southern oil- 
fields in Khuzestan, last month kil- 
ling scores of persons. 


Hospital amid reports he has been 
treated for cancer for years. 

A spokesman, Robert Armao, 
described the former monarch as 
in good spirits, saying he was 
‘happy to be in the United 
States." Armao said reports of the 
Shah's condition bad been exagg- 
erated. 

“He is far from breathing his 
last breath, but obviously be is an 
ill man," the spokesman said.

A hospital administrator said 
reports on the Shah's condition 
would be updated Wednesday, 
but declined to say what informa- 
tion, if any, bad been obtained 
through various tests already 
completed, 

A State Department source, 
who asked not to be identified, 
said the Shah had a blocked bile 
duct and was suffering from 
cancer. He did not specify the type 
of cancer; 

The New York Daily News 
Wednesday quoted unidentified 
sources as saying the Shah had 
lymphoma, cancer of the lymph 
system, and had been receiving 
chemotherapy treatment for 
years. 

It said the chemotherapy 
recently had become less effective 
and the Shah had developed a high 
fever and lost weight 

CBS-TV and the Daily News, 
meanwhile, reported the Shah 
would undergo gall bladder 
surgery Wednesday. Blockage of 
the ducts through which bile 
leaves the liver can be caused by 
tumors, inflammation and gall 
stones. 


120 Afghanistan soldiers 
claimed by Muslim rebels 


ISLAMABAD, Oct 24 (AP) 
— Muslim rebels said Wednesday 
they have killed 120 Afghan gov- 
ernment troops in two clashes. 

Vizabe Island Afghanistan! (the 
Islamic Front of Afghanistan) said 
in a statement issued at Peshawar, 
Pakistan, that 60 troops were kil- 
led and four government tanks 
destroyed in a village named Waz. 

Another 60 government sol- 
diers were killed in a clash with 
rebels near Kabul, it said. It gave 
•no other details. 


Another report said two groups 
within the Afghan army, sent to 
Logar, Pakita province to fight the 
rebels, instead clashed them- 
selves, killing several soldiers and 
destroying four tanks. 


After the clash, it said, “a large 
number of soldiers, along with 140 
Soviet-made rifles and seven per- 
sonnel carriers, joined the rebels." 

The rebels have been fighting 
ever since a Marxist government 
came to power in April 1978. 


EEC states support Palestinian 
homeland, Irish minister declares 


STRASBOURG, France, Oct. 
24 (R) — Irish Foreign Minister 
Michael -O’ Kennedy told the 
European Parliament Wednesday 
that member states of the Com- 
mon Market supported the right 
of all Middle East states to live 
within secure and recognized 
boundaries and the right of the 
Palestinians to a homeland. 

These principles must be 
accepted by all involved, including 
die Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization, as the basis for negotiating 
a comprehensive settlement. 

O' Kennedy said the Nine hoped 
Arab divisions resulting from the 


Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty 
would be temporary so that the 
Euro-Arab dialogue could be 
resumed. 

He called for “progress in this 
unique relationship of friendship 
and cooperation with our partners 
in a region which is of great impor- 
tance to Europe.” 

Concerning Cyprus, the Irish 
minister also called on both the 
Greek and Turkish communities 
to adopt constructive and flexible 
attitude so they could resume 
negotiations.

The statement criticized Greece 
for what it described as its nega- 
tive attitude to Greek- Turkish 
relations and accused it of trickery 
in connection with the solution of 
bilateral disputes. 

Railis denied the allegations. 

“After the results of last week’s 
elections in Turkey, Greek Pre- 
mier Constantine Kara mantis 
stated that Greece not only favors 
a normal political life in Turkey 
but also wishes to continue the 
peaceful dialogue in order to solve 
Greek-Turkisn disputes," Railis 
said. 

“Unfortunately it appears that 
these good intentions of the Greek 
government do not find any 
response in the neighboring coun- 
try," he said.

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U.S. team to consult Morocco, 
Algeria on Western Sahara war 






WASH1NGTON, Oct. 24 
(Agencies) — The U.S. State 
Department will soon send a 
delegation to Morocco to promote 
negotiations on the guerrilla war 
in the Sahara, spokesman Hod- 
ding Carter said Tuesday. 

Carter offered no details on the 
composition of the mission or its 
schedule. He said the United 
States would also be consulting 
with other states in the area, 
including Algeria. 

Morocco and Algeria are at 
odds in the conflict, which is being 
fought for control over the former 
colony of Spanish Sahara. 
Morocco wants to annex the ter- 
ritory, while Algeria supports the 
Potisario Front, which claims to 
represent the natives of the territ- 
ory. 

In the meantime, a Potisario 
guerrilla leader Tuesday 
described a U.S. decision to sup- 
ply Morocco with military aircraft 
as hostile to the people of the Sah- 
ara and all Arabs. 

A Stare Department official said 
in Washington Monday that the 
U.S. had derided to sell the planes 
to Morocco hoping at the same 
time that King Hassan would join 
negotiations to resolve the West- 
ern Sahara dispute. 

Noureddin Ahmad Ali, a 
member of the politburo of the 


Potisario told a press conference 
in Beirut: 

“The stand taken by the United 
States and President ( Jimmy) Car- 
ter’s administration to supply the 
Moroccan regime with arms is 
hostile not only to the Sahara peo- 
ple but also to the Arab nation.” 

AH also called on the Arab 
countries to reconsider their 
attitude toward Morocco and 
expel it from the Arab League 
“for dealing with the treacherous 
regime of (Egyptian President) 
Sadat.' 1 

Ur ging Morocco to enter into 
direct peace negotiations for the 
establishment of a just and per- 
manent peace “to avert farther 
bloodshed and destruction," Ali 
said the front would continue to 
attack Moroccan military bases. 

He claimed that the Potisario 
was bolding, 2,000 Moroccan sol- 
diers prisoner. 

In Rabat, the pro-government 
newspaper Almagkreb said Wed- 
nesday that the delivery of new 
American arms to Morocco will 
enable the government to negoti- 
ate a settlement of the Sahara con- 
flict from a position of strength. 

In an editorial the paper said 
President Carter’s decision to 
authorize the sale of defensive 
weapons to Morocco, including 


reconnaissance aircraft and 
helicopter guns hips, was “a fun- 
damental element’ in the crisis. 

“Morocco could only accept 
negotiation from an honorable 
position, that is a position of 
strength," Almaghreb said. 

L ’ Opinion , published by the 
lstiqlal Party (a member of the 
government coalition), said Car- 
tel’s decision was “wise and can 
contribute to the re-establishment 
of peace instead of aggravating 
tension as Algiers claims." 

In a separate development in 
Rabat, King Hassan Tuesday pre- 
sented military honors to army 
and airforce officers and men who 
recently returned from 
Mauritania. 

The king decided to withdraw 
troops from Mauritania last 
August after the Nouakchott gov- 
ernment signed a peace accord 
with the Potisariy Front. 

The troops were sent over two 
years ago under a mutual defense 
bact between the two countries to 
help protect Mauri tania against 
Potisario attack. An estimated 
6,000 Moroccan troops were 
stationed in Mauritania.

. Beam .in . Moscow presented our- 
protestagainst ceasefire violations . 
along the Suez Canal.. In the 
course of that conversation Vin- 
ogradov described things in Jor- 
dan as no worse and no better; he 
made no reference to any Soviet 
intercession with Iraq. To under- 
score the importance we attached 
to developments in Jordan. Nixon 
on September 4 received our new 
Ambassador to Amman, Dean 
Brown, in San-Clemente. 

By. September 5 the crisis 
seemed to have abated. One more 
sign was the sudden Soviet warn- 
ing to us against an Israeli crossing 
of the Canal, which they claimed 
was imminent. (As already 
described, this also bad the func- 
tion of deflecting attention from 
Egyptian and Soviet ceasefire vio- 
lations.) It is a stereotyped Soviet 
tactic to fire off a threat as a crisis 
in which they have been reluctant 
to intervene winds down; evi- 
dently they hope to inspire the 
impression after the event of hav- 
ing been the principal factor in 
resolving the issue and thus establ- 
ish a claim for compensation. (For 
example, in 1956 the Soviets had 
sent a stem warning to London 
and Paris to desist from the Suez 
invasion when the decision to 
withdraw was already apparent) 
While the fedayeen had been pre- 
vented from taking over, the 
King’s power Was far from 
- restored.. Iraq’s maneuvering 
^ remained an uneasy reminder of 
his waning authority' in his own 
country. The American attitude 
— Limited to nervous lecturing — 
bad been ambiguous, falling far 
short of any action that could 
affect the situation concretely, 
much les* dominate it. The calm 
was deceptive, however. Events in 
fact were now heading out of con- 
trol 

Hijacking Crists 

There has never been a satisfac- 


tory explanation of why the 
' fedayeen acted as they did during 
the period they themselves later 
described as “Black September.” 
At the beginning of the month 
• Nasser and the Soviets had suc- 
cessfully moved their missile sys- 
tem up to the Canal. The United 
States was getting ready to press 
Israel for negotiations in which 
Jordan was slated to participate, 
looking toward withdrawal from 
the West Bank. If left undis- 
turbed, the process had many 
hopeful elements for the Arabs. 
Israel's military predominance 
along the Canal had been broken; 
pressures on Israel were certain to 
multiply once negotiations 
started. But the extremists among 
the fedayeen had their eyes else- 
where; their goal was not peace 
with Israel but its destruction. 
They were as yet unrecognized as 
a political entity — treated as 
refugees internationally, as 
objects of mixed fear and adula- 
tion in the Arab world, as terrorist 
criminals by Israel. TTiey did not 
aspire to a political settlement in 
which their demands would be 
compromised; they sought a base 
under their control from which 
they could mount the decisive 
attack on Israel and destroy h. In 
this sense their attempt to thwart 
diplomatic progress had a rational 
basis. On the other hand, the 
Palestinians were also gradually 
gaining ground in Jordan. They 
were approaching autonomy; by 
overplaying their hand, they des- 
troyed their own prospects and 
ended up expelled to Lebanon. 
And the crisis theyproduced, iron- 
ically enough, handed the United 
States the opportunity to recoup 
roudi of what had been lost in the 
hesitations of the previous month, 
and so opened the road for the 
diplomacy of the years that fol- 
lowed. 

The crisis erupted on Sep- 
tember 6 when members of the 
Marxist Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), 
■the most extremist wing of the 
fedayeen movement, hijacked

several aircraft. A Pan American 
747 jumbo jet was flown to Cairo 
airport, its passengers released, 
and the plane blown up shortly 
after landing. An American TWA 
707 and a Swissair DC-8 were 
flown after landing. An American 
TWA 707 and a Swissair DC-8 
were flown by fedayeen to Daw- 
son Field, a dirt strip some thirty 
miles from Amman. On SeD- 
tember 9 a British VC - 10 was a iso 
hijacked and joined the others at 
Dawson Field, the hijacking of an 
Israeli plane was aborted by its 
security personnel. 

Altogether these hijackings 
involved several hundred passen- 
gers, including Swiss, German, 
British, French, Americans, and 
others. The most vulnerable group 
.were the Israelis and dual- 
nationals — that is, those holding 
both Israeli and American pass- 
ports. On September 7. the PFLP 
offered to release all passengers 
except Israelis and dual- nationals 
in return for the release of ail 
fedayeen held in Swiss, German, 
and British jails, Israeli and dual- 
national passengers were to be 
held in return for guerrillas in 
Israeli jails. They gave a deadline 
of seventy-two hours. 

Our immediate concern was to 
prevent the retention of American 
citizens, along with Israelis, after 
the other hostages had been 
released. Nor could we accept 
hierarchies established by foreig- 
ners among American citizens. 
We knew that Israel had a policy 
of never yielding to blackmail. It 
feared that if it ever yielded, no 
guerrillas could be held captive: 
terrorism would be encourged. 
Our own view was roughly the 
same. The European countries 
involved did not believe that they 
could adopt such an uncom- 
promising position. We urged 
them, at a minimum, to negotiate 
as a group. 

On September 8, Rogers called 
a morning meeting in his office at 
state: Laird, Helms, Alexis John- 
son, Joe Sisa>, and I attended. 

Allegations of a “Situation 
Room syndrome," discussed 
already in Chapter IX with respect 
to the EC-121 shootdown, some- 
times include the accusation that 
officials manufacture crises in 
order to fulfill romantic notions of 
military prowess and machismo. 
This is nonsense. For one thing, 


the Situation Room is uncomfort- 
able, unesthetic, and essentially 
oppressive, as I have already 
described. For another, discus- 
sions there are usually highly 
technical. Because of the proxim- 
ity of the most advanced com- 
munications equipment, those 
deliberating in the Situation 
Room have instant access to the 
latest information. Since they are 
usually sub-Cabinet officers, there 
is a good chance that derisions will 
be taken systematically through 
analysis and referred to higher 
levels for review. 

The risk of rash decisions lies 
not there but in ad hoc meetings in 
the Oval Office, the Cabinet 
Room, or the personal offices of 
Cabinet members. There the 
danger is real that plausibility is 
confused with truth and verbal 
fluency overwhelms cool analysis. 
It is there that in the absence of 
staff work decisions may be made 
which the facts do not support, 
where individuals talk to impress 
and not to elucidate at a time when 
precision is crucial. The tempta- 
tion there is much greater than in 
the Situation Room to allow a 
fleeting and superficial consensus 
to ratify unexamined assumptions. 
There are the simultaneous risks 
of paralysis and recklessness. 
Principals cannot really know the 
consequences of their recommen- 
dations nnless those recommenda- 
tions have been translated into 
specific operational terms. 

So it was at the meeting in 
Rogers's office. Wild ideas domi- 
nated desultory discussion. For 
example, considerable time was 
devoted to the possible use against 
the hijackers of some nerve gas 
that paralyzed victims without 
their knowledge. The lack of 
knowledge of whether a suitable 
gas existed in our arsenal impeded 
the discussion no more than the 
absence of a concept of how it was 
to be delivered, indeed how any 
military action was to be organ- 
ized or sustained. Rogers con- 
cluded with the conviction with 
which he had started the meeting 
— nothing could be done. The use 
of American troops was militarily 
impractical: Hussein would not 
move against the Palestinians; and 
Israeli intervention might be his 
death warrant. 

The same arguments were 
repeated in the afternoon in a 


meeting with the President. Laird, 
Rogers, Johnson, Sisco, and I 
were present, along with J. Edgar 
Hoover and John Mitchell, who 
dealt with the domestic implica- 
tions of hijacking. The President 
made no decision. He had earlier 
told me privately that the hijack- 
ing should be used as a pretext to 
crush the fedayeen; In the meeting 
he made no such comment. He did 
say that in an extremity he prefer- 
red American to Israeli military 
intervention. Rogers demurred, 
saying that we would pay an 
enormous price for an essentially 
useless act. 

The President turned to me. I 
replied that we faced two prob- 
lems. the safety of the hostages 
and the future of Jordan. If the 
fedayeen could use Jordan their 
principal base and in the process 
destroy the authority of the King 
— one of the few rulers in the reg- 
ion distinguished by moderation 
and pro-Western sympathies — 
the entire Middle East would be 
revolutionized. Two months after 
our peace initiative the military 
balance along the Canal would 
have been altered by cheating at 
the very moment that the political 
balance along the Jordan front 
would have been destroyed by 
force. We could not acquiesce in 
this by dithering on the sidelines, 
wringing our hands, urging the 
resumption of peace talks, and 
then proclaiming our impotence. 

Since no one was eager to face 
the implications of this analysis, 
discussion turned to the preven- 
tion of hijacking. Mel Laird talked 
about electronic devices for air- 
port security in the future. The 
President decided he favored both 
armed guards and electronic 
devices: he turned to me to “coor- 
dinate” this effort and asked Laird 
to take the “lead responsibility.” 
He instructed Rogers to press dip- 
lomatic initiatives. My confusion 
as to what all this meant was not 
cleared up when the President 
wandered into my office ten 
minutes after the meeting and said 
he recognized we had a “terrible 
bureaucratic problem"; the 
Cabinet officers all wanted to “do 
something"; he had given them 
each something to do; I should 
sort it out. He did not say bow, or 
even exactly what he intended. 

Meanwhile, we were receiving 
disturbing accounts from Amman.

to be in virtual mutiny because of 
what they considered insults and 
provocations by fedayeen. Loyal 
to the King but refusing any 
further compromise, they 
threatened to take matters into 
their own hands for the King's 
own good. Pressure was mounting 
on Hussein for forceful action. 

With the President’s approval, 
and to put an end to the bureauc- 
ratic confusion, 1 activated the 
NSC crisis machinery on Sep- 
tember 9. For seventeen days 
thereafter, the WSAG would 
meet at least once a day virtually 
every day to discuss options, pre- 
pare contingency plans, and 
implement decisions on a coordi- 
nated basis. This wa« more than a 
procedural step; it was a warning 
to the bureaucracy that the vacilla- 
tion over the standstill violations 
would not be repeated if Jordan 
deteriorated. My chairmanship of 
WSAG implied the threat that any 
unresolved issues would be passed 
on to Nixon. 

The President is crucial in a 
crisis. He must be close enough to 
the process to give impetus to the 
ultimate decisions; yet he should 
not become so involved in the 
details that he precludes a 
thorough examination of aitema- 


himself from preliminary discus- 
sions during the Cuban missile 
crisis of 1962. Nixon followed the 
same procedure during the Jordan 
crisis of 1970 and almosr all other 
crises of his Presidency. He was, in 
fact, at his best in such situations. 
He did not pretend that he was 
exercising his responsibilities as 
Commander in Chief by nervous 
meddling with tactical details of 
formative deliberations; he left 
the shaping of those to the gov- 
ernment machinery under my 
supervision. He would hesitate 
before committing himself, some- 
times in maddening ways. But Ik 
had a great sense of timing; he 
instinctively Knew when the 
mement for decision had arrived; 
and he would then act resolutely, 
especially if he could insulate him- 
self from too much personal con- 
troversy. 

In the preliminary phase of the 
Jordan crisis I submitted daily at 
least two, and on occasion three, 
situation reports to the President.

A hard-hitting report by an unofficial ponp of 
researchers calling for basic changes m the way 
Poland is run has begun to circulate here as the 
country prepares for its next Communist Party con- 


The 76-page “Report on the state of foe 
Republic and Ways leading to its Reform is the 
product of a discussion dub which met once m 
November of last year before running into official 
opposition which prevented further sessions. _ 

The document is based on replies to a question- 
naire sent to 50 members of the group, known as 
“Experience and the Future” (DIP) and including 
writers, journalists, academics, experts in various 
fields and Catholic intellectuals. 

It was secretly distributed in June among the Dir 
membership, which indudes party members and 
exdudes dissidents. Recently, however, it fell mro 
the of to dissidents’ print-shop which 

promptly duplicated 5,000 copies. 

The report paints a black picture of a dictatorial 
but ineffectual leadership, corrupt administration, 
(jf wnmg crisis in industry, agriculture and trade, 
and a frustrated and apathetic general public, 
increasingly split into haves and have-nots. 

Its main thesis is that the malaise underlying 
Poland's serious economic troubles is to people’s 
loss of confidence in tbeir leaders, who are urged to 
win it back through broad democratizing reforms in 

public life. . . 

At the same time, the report says Poland should 
m a intain its socialist system, the “ leading role of 
the Communist Party, continuing friendship with 
Moscow and membership in the Soviet-led Warsaw 
Pact military alliance. 

Western analysts said the document reflected the 
views of liberal specialists and thinkers and gamed 
added weight from to fact that its authors were ail 
on to “ official" side of the fence.

will form cabinet after victory 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 24 (R) 
— Danish Prime Minister Anker 
Joergensen Wednesday 
announced he would form a 
minority government after his 
Social Democrats staved off a 
center- right challenge in general 
elections Tuesday. 

The Social Democrats, whose 
coalition with the Liberals had col- 
lapsed earlier this month in a dis- 
pute over the country* s economic 
crisis, gained four seats in the 
179-seat Folketing l parliament) 
to hold 69. 

The Liberals and three other 
center- right parties in the “four- 
leaf clover" opposition bloc. 


gained only two seats to capture a 
total of 55. 

“The four-leaf clover has with- 
ered," Joergensen said after 
announcing he would form a 
minority government. 

The opposition bloc had called 
for a two-year freeze on wages and 
prices to reduce Denmark's 
12-per cent inflation, rising 
unemployment and large foreign 
debt. 

But Joergensen insisted on 
negotiating a wage policy agree- 
ment with the trade union. 

The dispute polarized public 
opinion in this country tradition- 
ally governed by consensus. 


Basque town stands aloof 
as home rule vote nears 


RENTERIA, Spain, Oct. 24 
(AP) — Spain's Basques were 
expected to turn out heavily 
Thursday ro voie on home rule, 
but not in Renteria, a gloomy 
industrial suburb that has been a 
favorite police target. 

“The people here don't believe 
in the home rule proposal. They 
have no confidence in police — 
national or autonomous — and I 
don’t either,*’ said Mayor Sabin 
Olaezola. 

The reason was that the tow has 
been attacked four times by police 
since the end of the Franco dic- 
tatorship. including a charge last 
May into City Hall after 
Olaezola's separatist-line party 
won municipal elections. 

But the most famous police 
gaffe took place July 13. 1977. 
With the town protesting the kil- 
ling of a demonstrator, 80 national 
police officers swept through 
Renteria's streets, smashing store 
windows with club and firing bul- 
lets into parked cars. 

The Madris government trans-

Over 85 per cent of the 3.7 mil- 
lion voters turned out to the fourth 
general election over the past 
eight years. 

The Conservative Party, a 
member of the clover group, emu- 
lated recent conservative succes- 
ses in Sweden and Norway, 
increasing its parliamentary rep- 
resentation by seven seats to 22. 

The conservative gains were 
largely at the expense of the 
Communists, who lost all their 
seven seats, and of the extreme 
rightwing Progress Party, which 
dropped six of its 20 seats. 

The middle of the road Radical 
Liberal Party and the Socialist 
People's Party made strong gains. 

Both have cooperated in the 
past with the Social Democrats 
and their total of 20 seats could 
force Joergensen to seek agree- 
ments with them on the main 
economic issues.

New primitive tribe found 


LONDON , Oct. 24 ( AP) — An 
international expedition trekking 
through a Papua New Guinea 
jungle has claimed it had disco- 
vered a primitive tribe living in 
“Stone Age" conditions. 

“We found them after an 
extremely long and arduous 
walk," Maj. Roger Chapman of 
the British Army, who led a sur- 
vey, said Tuesday. 

“They were quite friendly," 
Chapman said. “The men are 5 
feet 6 inches tall, bearded, with 


fuzzy hair and very long, large 
noses. 

"They have fire, but the only 
tool we saw was a steel tomahawk. 
They got it in barter with another 
village and it probably originated 
with some Australian police who 
patroled there before Papua New 
Guinea became independent.” 

Chapman said that when he cal- 
led in an Australian Air Force 
twin-engine helicopter to leave, it 
was “like a dose encounter of the 
third kind."

Soviets discover 
remains of new 
elephant species 


MOSCOW, Oct. 24 (R) — 
Soviet scientists have dug up a 
giant 8,000-year-old elephant 
they think belongs to a previously 
unknwon species. 

Tass news agency reported Tues- 
day that the fossil, discovered at 
Kustanai in Soviet Kazakhstan, 
was bigger than any known 
elephant, with a height of three 
and a half meters and tusks one 
meter long. 

Such a giant had never been 
found in Eurasia, Tass said.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (R) 
— The U.S. government Wednes- 
day took the latest in a series of 
actions to shore up the dollar by 
announcing it would borrow up to 
$ 2.22 billion in marks in West 
Germany over the next three 
months. 

The marks borrowed by the 
United States Treasury from West 
German citizens could be used to 
buy dollars on world currency 
markets, making them more 
scarce and thus supporting the dol- 
lar's value. 

Since a more aggressive dollar 
support strategy was initiated last 
November, the Treasury has bor- 
rowed the equivalent ofS 2 billion 
in marks. 

It said it would borrow up to $ 
2.22 billion more through the sale 
of Treasury securities in early 
November and in January. 

The securities are to be sold 


through the West German central 
bank, the Bundesbank, and are to 
be available only to West German 
residents. 

The Treasury said other details, 
such as the interest to be paid on 
the securities, would be 
announced later. 

The move to borrow marks is 
the third element in a dollar sup- 
port program which began taking 
shape at the annual meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund in 
Belgrade last month. 

The dollar edged up slightly 
against the yen Wednesday, 
although it was weakening in late 
trading in Tokyo. 

It dosed at 234.80 yen, up from 
234.725 yen Tuesday and 232.75 
yen Monday. 

Supported by credit tightening 
in the United States, the dollar at 
one point rose to this yeai* s high of 
235.40 yen. The Bank of Japan 


sold an estimated $ 150 million in 
total spot trading of $ 875 million 
in an effort to check the yen’s 
decline. - 

In London, substantial Bank of 
England support on the foreign 
exchange markets Wednesday 
helped ease pressure on the 
pound, which fell to its lowest 
level for more than four months, a 
result of the scrapping of foreign 
exchange controls Tuesday. 

Sterling traded at $2-1055 in 
early European deals after falling 
below 2.10 in the Far East and 
New York overnight. 


Dealers who reported the Bank 
of England intervention did not 
put a value on the government 
support For the currency, which 
tumbled on fears of a flight of resi- 
dent funds abroad, especially to 
high interest rates in die United 
States. 


Bypassing Hormuz 

Fujairah plans oil pipeline 


DUBAI, Ocl 24 (AP) — The 
Emirate of Fujairah figures in 
plans to protect the flow of oil 
from the United Arab Emirates 
through and around the strategic 
Strait of Hormuz a spokesman for 
the emirate disclosed Tuesday. 

The spokesman, Ghafour 
Behroozian, said the plans call for 
construction of a military airbase 
in the emirate and of an oil 
pipeline from Abu Dhabi, the 
UAFs major oii producer, to 
Fujairah, which lies to the east of 
the strait and the Gulf. 

Behroozian said he was speak- 
ing on the full authority of 


Fujairah's ruler. Sheikh Hamad 
Bin Mohammad AJ-Sharqi. But 
there was no immediate confirma- 
tion from the federal government 
in Abu Dhabi. 

The town of Fujairah is only 
about 100 miles from the Strait. 
The proposed pipeline, 
Behroozian explained, would 
enable Abu Dhabi to divert its oil 
flow from the Gulf to the Federa- 
tion's east coast in the event of 
blockage of the Strait. 

Presently, all of the UAE \s oil 
shipments have to pass through 
Hormuz.

The study noted that more than 
90 per cent of world production of 
chemicals was located in indus- 
trialized market-economy coun- 
tries — which also accounted for a 
similar share of world exports — 
and 25 enterprises dominated the 
industry in terras of world produc- 
tion and trade. 

Developing countries depended 
heavily on foreign chemical sup- 
pliers, importing 70 per cent of 
their requirements, the document 
said. Governments in industrial- 
ized countries had some control 


their effects .were felt primarily in 
third markets, it added. . - 

The study said governments of 
industrialized and developing 
states were becoming increasingly 
concerned 1 aboutpossible manipu- 
lation of prices established for 
transactions in goods and services 
between related chemical enter- 
prises. 

“For example by over-pridng 
imports of a subsidiary, a parent 
company may be able to prevent 
or limit that subsidiary’s exports, 
On the ocher hand, by under- 
pricing imports of a subsidiary ' the 
parent company may ensure that 
the subsidiary is in a position to 
undercut competitors in order to 
obtain or reinforce market domi- 
nance.

Rhodesia confirms large Zambia raid

The new edition of the Guinness Boob of 
World Records is out, and as it does every 
year, the 1980 number provides a treasure 
trove for those of us addicted to the quiz- 
zical and often bizarre activities of our 
fellow man (and woman). 

If s relatively easy to get in the book. 
I'm told. All you have to do is think up 
some new stunt which hasn’t ever been 
done before, go out and do it — in the 
presence of witnesses — and apply to the 
Guinness folks in England for certifica- 
tion. 

But getting in the book is no promise of 
a posterity, for, after all, the old saying 
goes that “records are made to be 
broken.” And if you can dream up some- 
thing weird enough to get in the record 
book, odds are somebody else will soon 
come along and do it quicker. 

So for those of you, who like myself, 
prefer reading about these feats of 
darring-do to actually going out and sit- 
ting on a flagpole for seven months or the 
like, here is a selection of some of this 
year’s crop as compiled by the record- 
keepers'. 

Chickens can’t fly, you say. Nonsense. 
The record for the longest flight ever by a 
domesticated chicken is a full 297 feet, 2 
inches (90-57 meters) set in 1977 in Rio 
Grande, Ohio, by a chicken named Rung 
Flewk at the International Chicken Flying 
Association annual meeting. That’s right. 
There is such a group, and is — or at least 
was — a chicken by that name. If s official, 
but don't ask why. 

Or consider the question of memory. 
Personally, I sometimes have a hard time 
remembering to take my apartment key to 
the office so I can let myself back in at 
night. 

But Creighton Carvello, of Cleveland, 
England, doesn’t have such worries. His is 
the record for memorizing the number for 
pi and reciting it — to 15,186 decimal 
places. 

Like writing letters? So, apparently, 
does Jacqueline Jones of Lindale, Texas. 
Her 1,113,747-word missive to her sister 
in Main took eight months to complete, 
and the record book doesn't say bow much 
postage it took to send. 

By way of comparison, this week's On 
The Loose figures to weigh in at about 750 
words, and modesty forbids me from say- 
ing how long it took to write. 

And finally, I like a joke as much as the 
next man. But 1 don’t know if I could have 
endured G. David Howards non-stop 
16-hour joke-cradring marathon in July 
which earned him immortality of a sort. 

Wisely, the Guinness folks don’t pass 


judgement on whether any of what the 
Clearwater Beach, Florida, man said dur- 
ing the spiel was funny.

Now, for some non -record, but hope- 
fully equally illuminating glimpses of 
human behavior elsewhere. 

In Sweden, where they made child- 
beating (even by parents) illegal early this 
year, my informants tell me the social 
fabric may soon be tom asunder once 
again.

LUSAKA, Oct. 24 (R) — Zambians Wed- 
nesday celebrated their 15th independence 
anniversary but festivities were over- , 
shadowed by confusion over incursions into 
Zambia by more than 1,000 Zimbabwe 
Rhodesian and South African troops. 

President Kenneth Kaunda said Tuesday 
night foreign troops were still on Zambian 
soil, contradicting an announcement from 
Salisbury that a Zimbabwe Rhodesian opera- 
tion a gains t guerrilla bases in southern Zam- 
bia had ended and its soldiers withdrawn. 

Since then, there has been no official word 
on the military situation here, although medi- 
cal sources said a ward at Lusaka’ s University 
Teaching Hospital had been cleared to 
receive casualties. 

President Kaunda refused on grounds of 
national security to say where in the Zambezi 
River valley the Zimbabwe Rhodesian troops 
were. The Salisbury announcement said the 
attack took place about 40 kilometers west of 
the old border crossing point at Chirunou, 


contradicting its own earlier denials that such 
a raid had taken place. 

Diplomatic sources said guerrillas of Pat- 
riotic Front co-leader Joshua Nkomo' s Zim- 
babwe Peoples Revolutionary Army 
(ZIPRA) had borne the brunt of the Salis- 
bury forces’ attack. 

But ZIPRA casualties were expected to be 
taken to field hospitals south of Lusaka as 
well as to hospitals in the capital, making it 
difficult to assess the number of dead and 
wounded. 

Tuesday night, Kaunda made no reference 
to fighting between the invading force and 
the ZIPRA guerrillas, massing just north of 
the Zambezi River frontier prior to attempt- 
ing the dangerous crossing into their home- 
land. 

The president said only that Zambian 
troops were containing the situation despite 
being handicapped by inferior military hard- 
ware.

WASHINGTON, OcL 24 (R) — Tire 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
defeated by only one vote an amendment to 
the U.S.-Soviec SALT H nodear arms treaty 
that went to the heart of the’ pact and would 
have required new talks with Moscow. 

The amendment, proposed By Howard 
Baker, leader of the minority Republican 
party in the Senate, would have allowed the 
United States to deploy the same number of 
heavy nuclear missiles as the Soviet Union. ' 

The amendment, which its opponents said 
would kill the SALT II accord, was defeated 
by eight votes to seven Tuesday. 

The seven votes in favor of foe amendment 
represented a high point for treaty opponents 
on the Foreign Relations Committee, which 
is now preparing the pact for debate by the 
full Senate. 

Joining four hard-core Republican oppo- 
nents of the treaty were Democrats Richard 
Stone of Florida, considered almost certain to 
vote against tbe treaty, and Senators John 
Glenn of Ohio and Edward Zorin sky of Neb- 
raska, who could lean either way in the 
Senate debate on ratifying the agreement. 

Under the treaty tbe Soviet Union is 
allowed to retain more than 300 SS- 1 8 heavy 
missiles. The United States long ago opted 
not to build the heavy missiles, favoring 
tighter and more accurate weapons.

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Tunnel uncovered 

Spain terror plot snuffed 

BARCELONA, Spain, OcL 24 ( R) — An apparent plot to blow up 
homes of military personnel in Barcelona was foiled by police Wed- 
nesday when they discovered a 50-meter tunnel leading toward the 
buildings. 

The civil governor, Jose Maria Belloch Puig, told reporters a disaster 
had been averted. 

He said the tunnel bad been almost completed when police, alerted 
by a neighbor, discovered its entrance in a house opposite the block of 
military homes. 

“The only thing left to be done were technical details for placing the 
explosives,” be said. 

More than 200 people, most of them relatives of military staff, were 
evacuated after the discovery. To prevent panic, police told them here 
had been a gas leak. 

There was no immediate'indicatioo of who was responsible for the 
attempt but police were searching for several young men who had 
occupied the ground floor flat from where the tunnel was dug. 

The tunnel was compared with one used by Basque guerrillas to 
blow up Prime Minister Luis Carre ro Blanco m Madrid in December 
1973. 
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
